M. Everhart of Haskell tied for the 
second prize of two settings of eggs 
on their guess of 12100. 
Since this 
tie has been discovered it has been 
decided to divide the second prize of 
two settings between them, giving 
each one setting of eggs. 
Miss Inez 
Reeves of Munay guessed 12,200, 
winning the third premium of one 
setting of eggs. 
No definite time was set for the 
close of this contest, however, since 
cards containing guesses have quit 
coming in it has been decided to an­ 
nounce the winners March 6th ana 
prepare immediately to reward the 
premiums. 
No guesses will be con­ 
sidered which are received after Mar. 
the sixth. 
The count was made with automatic 
counter each day as the crowd pass­ 
ed thru th e car; also the crowd at 
the morning meeting was counte I. 
The complete count Is as follows:

This is an

“ Ku Klux Klan” was the subject ot 
an address delivered 
at the 
Chris­ 
tian church Sunday night by Rev. J. 
W alter Green, pastor, in response to 
an ananymous lettei asking him to 
express an opinion on the 
subject. 
About 
I OOO 
heard 
the 
lecture. 
Many persons were turned away f_ * 
lack of standing room. 
Rev. Green 
spoke on the various aspects of the 
klan. 
He stated that he was not a 
member, and did not know that he 
ever woul be. 
Me said in part: 
“The ku klux klan seems to be the 
only organization in America 
com 
posed exclusively of red-blooded, vi­ 
rile Americans and seems the onlv 
institution that can safely guide the 
old Ship of State over the treacher­ 
ous shoals of political intrigue.” 
He declared that America was in 
imminent danger of 
political 
dis­ 
ruption because of “divisive foreign 
elements within our midst, who have 
moved their goods and chattels to 
America, but left their hearts in E u­ 
rope.” 
He asked: 
“W hat chance has an all-Amer1 
can ticket of success in the general 
election? 
Unless 
a candidate 
first 
declares favorably on the Irish ques 
tion, and a dozen petty purely E u­ 
ropean questions, how can he expejt 
to win?” 
He called attention to a great Jew­ 
ish organization to which 
gentiles 
cannot belong; a Catholic organiza­ 
tion to which protestants cannot be­ 
long; several racial organizations to 
which the white race cannot belong, 
none of which, he declared have ever ; 
been before congress for investiga- j 
tion. 
And yet, the ku 
klux 
klan, 
the only organization composed 
ex­ 
clusively of Americans, was investi­ 
gated by congress. 
Taking the position the “ku klux 
principles were American principles” 
he said the klan was accused of being 
anti-Catholic because it 
stood 
for 
separation of church and state. 
He 
then read from a work purporting 
to be by Cardinal Gibbons, 
which 
stated that Catholics were for sep­ 
aration of church and state. 
He said 
that if the Catholics were for a union 
of church and state, that they were 
un-American, since 
the 
American 
government is founded upon the hi- 
toric position 
of 
separation. 
“If 
they are for a separation, then th*, 
ku klux klan cannot be called anti 
Catholic on that ground. 
They are 
either insincere in claiming they are 
pure Americans when they owe alle- 
gience to the pope, or if they do not 
owe allegience to him, then the klan 
is not anti-Catholic.

NEW YORK KIDS 
BELOW AVERAGE 


Children's Bureau Experts Give 
Result 
of 
Investigation 
Throughout Country. 


CALIFORNIA STANDS AT HEAD 


Iowa Children Exceed the Average by 
a Fifth of an Inch in Stature— 
Boys Under Six are Heavier 
Than Girls. 


Washington.—New York city chil­ 
dren, 
according 
to 
the 
Children’s 
Bureau experts, are shorter than others 
examined in a general investigation 
throughout the country. 
This is at­ 
tributed to the presence In the New 
York group of a "larger proportion 
than In the country as a whole of 
short-statured 
races, 
such 
as 
the 
Italian and the Jewish.” 
‘‘Boys under six years of age are 
found to be slightly taller and heavier 
than girls of the same ages,” says 
the report. 
“The averages for boys 
Increase from 21.16 inches and 8.65 
pounds under one month, to 43.87 
Inches and 41.40 pounds at seventy-one 
months. At the same time those for 
girls increase from 20.89 inches and 
8.65 pounds under one month to 43.52 
inches and 40.30 pounds at seventy-one 
months. 
The boys average from one- 
third to one-half Inch taller and weigh 
about a pound more than the girls of 
the same age.” 
New York Average Lowest. 
Comparisons made were for Iowa, 
California and New York city with 
averages for all white children in the 
United States. 
California stood first 
and Now York city last In this com­ 
parison. 
The proportion of children 
whose 
parents 
were 
horn 
in 
the 
United States was highest In Iowa, 
82.2 per cent; In California It was 
62.4 and in New York city, 22.7. 
“In New York,” the report declares 
in this connection, “Italy was most 
largely represented with 20.7; followed 
by Russia, with 11.7 per cent; Austria- 
Hungary, 13.2; Great Britain, Ireland 
and British possessions with 9.5 per 
cent. 
(Ireland alone, 7.5 per cent.) 
Germany with 1.9 per cent, and Po­ 
land with 1.7 per cent.” 
The same three groups wore studied 
to determine whether in different sec­ 
tions there are significant differences 
in stature and weight. 
Tables show that measurements of 
the Iowa children exceed the average 
by a fifth of an Inch In stature. Cal- I 
Ifornia 
children 
averaged 
two-fifths 
of an Inch taller and three-quarters 
of a pound heavier than the mean. 


POULTRY 
CACKLES 


BEST RETURNS FROM PULLETS 


Maturity Can Be Hastened by Right 
'Kind of Care and Feeding—Range 
Desirable. 


(Prepared by the U nited S tates Departm ent 
of A griculture.) 
A flock of 
pullets 
that 
can 
be 
brought to laying in the fall will give 
tile largest yearly profit. Tile average 
poultry keeper falls either to hatch 
early enough in spring, so that the pul­ 
lets may reach laying maturity in Oc­ 
tober, or he does not keep them grow 
lug rapidly enough to bring this about. 
Pullets that do not get to laying well 
before the arrival of cold weather and 
the short days of December, will .sel­ 
dom start egg production before Feb 
mary. 
Thus two or three mouths of 
additional feeding are required, and 
the advantage of this period of high 
est egg prices Is lost. 
Very few eggs are secured on the 
average farm during autumn and early 
winter, but experienced poultrymen by 
better management secure a fair egg 
production during these seas*ms. 
It 
Is advisable, though not essential, that 
the cockerels and pullets be separated 
as early as possible and given sepa 
rate free range. 
Avoid overcrowding at night. A coop 
that will hold IOO young chickens will 
not house properly more than half as 
many growing pullets. Their maturity 
will be retarded if too many are kept 
together, or if they are annoyed by 
lice or mites. 
Frequent inspection of 
the houses, especially after the pul­ 
lets have gone to roost, is advisable. 
if mites are seen crawling 
on 
the 
perches or are found by a careful in- 
spection of the house, prompt meas­ 
ures must be taken to kill them by 
spraying the interior of the house, as 
advised by the United States Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture, with crude pe­ 
troleum, kerosene, cresol solution, cat­ 
tle dip, or some other effective solu­ 
tion. Body lice frequently cause much 
annoyance and retard growth and ma­ 
turity. 
Individual treatment of each 
pullet with sodium fluorid or mercurial 
ointment will clean up these pests on 
the birds themselves. 
Feed freely of a good egg-laying ra­ 
tion ; give plenty of range, and be sure

Defects Recorded. 
In California and Now York city 
d efec ts were also recorded. The defect 
most often reported was diseased and 
enlarged tonsils. 17.7 per cent of the 
children under seven years of age who 
wen1 
examined 
being 
reported 
as 
having abnormal tonsils. 
Six and four-tenths per cent of the 
children examined were reported as 
having adenoids. The percentages in­ 
crease from 1.7 for children under 
one year to 11.6 for children six years 
of age. 
In California and New’ York city 
683 children under seven years of age 
' were diagnosed as having rachitis, 
j These children, in comparison with 
average children showed a deficiency 
In stature of 1H Inches or 3.4 peri 
cent. 
A tendency appears for this de- j 
ficlency in stature to increase v 
age. I 
Thus among children twm years of ! 
age the deficiency is twice as much as 
that among those three years of age. 
The deficiency weight is even more 
marked. 
Thus the average deficiency 
for all children under seven was nearly 
two pounds, or 7.8 per cent. 
In all. 591 children were diagnosed 
as being malnourished.

If 25 per cent of buck­ 
wheat middlings is added to the allot, 
ment of mash to l>e moistened with 
milk or water It will be eaten eagerly 
by the pullets. 
A liberal amount ol 
meat scrap In the mash is advisable 
at this time, particularly lf plenty ol 
milk is not available. 
Corn, 
wheat, outs and

the principal grains fed. 
Kaffir and 
buckwheat also are used, but are no! 
so generally available, and 
usually 
cost more. 
Corn and wheat are th# 
two hest grains and are about equal 
In value, although wheat can he fed 
alone better than corn, which Is In­ 
clined to be fattening. 
Oats and ban 
ley, on account of their hulls and high­ 
er tiber content, are not so good ag j 
corn or wheat. 
Rye is not well rel­ 
ished, and is seldom fed. 
Com meal, wheat bran, wheat mid. 
(dings, and meat scrap form tile basis 
of a good mash, while corn chop, corn- , 
and-eob meal, ground oats, and low* i 
grade flour may be added or substh 
tuted to advantage.
